In response to the Final Office action mailed on March 20, 2001, in connection with the 
above-identified patent application, Applicant submits this Amendment and Response along with 
a Request for Continued Examination. A petition and appropriate fee for a three month 
extension of time up to and including September 20, 2001, is submitted herewith. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are requested in light of the following 
amendments and remarks. 

AMENDMENT 

To the Claims 

Please amend claims 1, 2, 3, 8, 12, 17, 20, 23, 27, 31, and 36 to read as follows. A marked 
up version of the amended claims is attached at the end of this Amendment and Response. 

1. (Amended) A method Vf inducing a cytocidal immune response against a target cell, in 
a mammal, the method comprising: 

administering to a mammal a combination of (i) an immunoconjugate comprising an 
antibody binding site capable of bindingva target antigen expressed on a target cell and a 
cytokine, and (ii) an angiogenesis inhibitor^ 

wherein the combination induced a cytocidal immune response against the target 
cell that is greater than a response induced by theNimmunoconjugate alone.
